about the Royal Exchange, there our Cenſures 
upon them ſhall have their free and full Vent, 
and in Exchange Alley too, which we frquent- 
ly Viſit. 
We have very minutely Scrutinizd into the 
Reaſons why a Proſecution ſhould be carried 
on ſo ſtrenuouſly againſt a Porter in Exchange 
Alley by one of his own Faternity, and Su Supported 
by about fourteen of the fame Profeſſion and 
Occupation. We are credibly aſſur'd that the 
Perſon Proſecuted was initiated a Porter in the 
Year 1726, and that he bore and now does, 
the Character of a Sober induſtrious Man, be- 
ing formerly moſtly employ'd in the Service of 
Gentlemen and Perſons of Diſtinction ; and 
=_ being Bleſſed with that valuable Talent of a 
3 tenacious Memory, is every way qualifyed 
receive and faithfully deliver Meſſages; 
which he has acquir'd a handſome Share 2 
= buſineſs ; which has created a groundleſs Fea- 
_ louſy in the greateſt Part of the Fraternity, and 
made them very ſanguine againſt him; tho it 
has been his conſtant Cuſtom to let the Imploy- 
x er ſend for whom he pleaſ d, without inter- 
9 fering, unleſs he was called upon by Name.

againſt him, with a handſome Treat, which 
coſt him above four Pounds, The Second Chris 
mas after his Init iation amongſt them, being 
then intitled to a proportionable dividend of 
the Box-Money, he happened to eſpy an 
old Porter who had loſt the Uſe of one Side 
by a Paralytick diſorder, which render'd 
him incapable. of earning his Bread, which 
moved him with ſuch Pity and Compaſſion 
that he contributed to his Relief, and ſeriouſly 
and intenſly prompted others to the fame Act 
of Charity, which his Modeſty would not per= 
mit him to do for. himſelf, if he had been in 
the utmoſt Neceſſity. And here it muſt be ob- 
ſerved, that when the Box-Money was to be 
divided, the oldeſt Porter in whoſe hands it 
was Lodged, gave notice of it, each Man's 
Devidend being Sealed uh their Names 
wrote on the Paper in which it was incloſ'd; 
but who were preſent at ſuch Sealing, he was 
intirely a Stranger to. However, upon break- 
ing the Seal and unfolding the Paper, he found 
his Share to be no more than half a Crown, tho 
it was afterwards diſcovered, that thoſe who 
were in the Secret had Seven half Crowns a Man: 
His half Crown he generouſly and charitably 
gave the Paralytick, and recommended his in- 
digent and deplorable Caſe to them, (as has 
been above related,) but to no effect; telling 
him that he was only 4 Wungſter, and not a 
proper Perſon to dictate to them, with other op- 
59 and ſcurilous Language; upon which 
he diſcharged his own, and the lame Man's

reckoning and departed, at the ſame Time fay- 
ing, That as their Bebauiaur was ſa indecent 
and out of (baracter, he would not be concerned 
with them in Boximg any more; upon which it 


was in general laid afide till Chriſtmas 1748, 


when after the dreadful Fire at the Royal Ex- 
change they requeſted him to revive it, and 
make it a general Boxing again, to which he

for the indigent, of their Maſters, which was 
readily obtained according to their wonted Be- 


neficence and Goodneſs, 


Nor long after the paar Man died, and 
upon Notice of his Interrment, they attended, 


but to their very great Surpriſe, they found 
there was no proviſion made far the Funeral, 
no Coffin, no Shroud prepar'd, nor a Grave 
dugg, nor Money to pay for them. Which 
oblig'd them next Morning to addreſs them- 


ſelres to their Maſters, whoſe Chriſtian Diſpo- 
ſition moved them to advancd the Money that 
was neceſſary to provide what was Suitable for 
the Occaſion, The aboyementian'd F *

the deceaſ d was inttuſted with the Money, and 
provided every thing that was requiſite for a 


decent Funeral, and the next Evening, with 
the other Bretheren he accompanied the Corps 


to the Place of inhumation: Which was no 
ſooner interr'd than he gave a juſt and particu- 


lar Account of all the Expences; and as the 
Deceaſ'd left no Family but an undutiful Son 
and Daughter who were proyided for, they 
drank the Healths of their generous and Bene- 
ficent Maſters with the overplus of the 
Money. ME 

Tux induſtrious Bees, wha extract Sweet 
from Bitters and learn from their inveterate 
Enemies how to furniſh and Stack their Hives, 
may very well þe compared to Men who are 
full of rancour and Malice, and delight in 
calumniating and defaming others, but yet are 
forced to acknowledge the Benefits they have 
received for them,* Sach was the caſe of a 
particular Perſon whom the abovemention'd 
charitable Man cured of a Diſeaſe commonly 


called Love Sickneſs ; for which the Patient told 


him he was a Bottle indebted to him. But 
the Dactor, (as he ſhall be called for the future) 
nat being contented without ſome Money 
he gave him a Crown, which he ac 


but the Bottle he never had; yet ſuch was the

gravelled him ſo to the very heart and Soul, 
that he never afterwards would Speak kindly 
of him, or give him a good word. Sometime 


after, another Porter quarelling with the 


Doctor told him that the foreſaid Patient 
ſpoke very: diſreſpectfully and ſcandalouſly' of 
him; to which he calmly replied, I am a 
Doctor, he may be Pox't for the future. 

IT éis certain, and can be palpably prov'd 
that the Patient publickly owned that he gave 
the Doctor a Crown, and openly declared that 
he ailed nothing. But finding by this open 
Confeſſion that he expoſed * himſelf - to the 
cenſure and ridicule of the Fraternity, - he 
endeavour'd to turn the Tables upon the 
Doctor and charge him with-a Diſcovery. Thus 
his Malice and Spleen not only continued 
but encreas'd beyond the Limits of any Re- 
coneilation. And having one Day provok*d 


the Doctor to a very high Degree, (tho not 


ſoon apt to be put out of Temper) he ſhook 


him by the Collar, for which the ungrateful 


Sordid fellowy obtain'd a Summons from the 
Governour; but it happened that upon the 


Day of appearance, he was prevented attend- 


ing on account of a Cart ſent from a Gentle- 
man in the Country to be loaded with Goods 


from a Houſe of which he had the Key. This 
oblig'd him to ſend a Porter to the Governour

The Porter 
proceeded | OD in his _ uſual | voca tion © 


and never appear d before the Governor, 


becauſe he thought the Affair was totally dropt. 
But this was deem'd as a contempt and im- 


mediately there was a Warrant iſſued to bring 
the Suppos'd Delinquent before the Govern- 


our, who would not admit of any plea or Ex- 


cuſe relative to the Cart; but aſk'd whether 


he had any Bail; to which Edwin Lewis a . 


Porter anſwer'd that he would Bail him; but 
the Proſecutor refus'd to accept of him as Bail ; 
the Governour replied, that as he was a Porter 
he would accept of him as Bail. The reſt 


of the Fraternity adviſed the Defendant the 


next Day to agree with the Plaintiff and make 


it up; which was accordingly agreed to on 


both Sides, upon Condition that the Defendant 
ſhould pay their reſpective Expences, and ſpend 
a Guinea and an half. Whether the Proſecutor 


pocketted any of this Money, we cannot poſi- 


tively ſay, but this we dare Venture to affirm, 
that it was a mere contrivance to have a fud- 
ling Bout. But how far this may tend to their 
Credit, Honour and Reputation, we ſhall Sub- 
mit to the Judgment of the ingenuous and can- 
did Reader. And it has been their conſtant 
practice thus to foment and encourage Diſ- 


turbances and quarrels, that they might be 


made up by their pretended Salutary advice, 
for the aforeſaid Ends and purpoſes. 
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fully acknowledg'd. 
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Tux next Petſon that ſtood in need of 
Relief was one Thomas Grant, in the Tear 
1733, and as the above Defendant was 
always ready and willing to aſſiſt the neceſſitous, 
he with ſome of his Brethren addrefs'd theif 
Maſters, who charitably contributed the Sum 
of Six Pounds one Shilling towards his Sub- 
ſiſtence. The odd Shilling was paid at the 
Sun-Fire Office, he being then a Porter to that 
Company: And the Man dying, the Defendant 
paid the whole Sum to his Widbtv, who was a 
real object of Charity, havitig two ſmall Chil- 
dren unprovided for, only Supported by what 
She by her honeſt Induſtry could earn. 
THE next Who in 1743 was reduced to very 


great Straits was one John Wade, * now living. 
This Poor Man had fourteen Children born 
alive, beſides the ſaid Number of Miſcarriages 


which impair'd his Wife's health. He was in the 
Year aforeſaid incapacitated by a violent Diſ- 
temper, to follow any kind of Buſineſs and be- 


came a very great Object of Charity. The 


forementioned Defendant, aſſiſted by as mary 
of his Bretheren as he could prevail with, ac- 
cording to his uſual benevolent Temper and 
Diſpoſition, applied to their Maſters; and col- 


lected 51. o. 3d. Which was received by the 


indigent Perſon with thankfulneſs, and grate-

Fux Defendant, was, and always is a great. 
Diſcourager ofDrunkeneſs andall immoralPrac- 
tices, and conſtantly ready and willing to give 
good Advice to others; for which he had very 
ungrateful Returns, as will preſently appear. 
For, about four Years ago, he happen d to act 
contrary to the Advice given in the Goſpel, 
0 Caſt not your Peartcs before Swine, leaſt 
* they turn again and rend you.” This we 
apply to a Brother Porter who had pawn'd 
bis Ticket, without redeeming it, according to 
his Promiſe, this occafion'd it to be brought te 
the Alley, and diſcovered, the Secret. The 
Defendant, always 2p pt to Five good Advice, - 
told him, That as he was Dung Porter, he 
might not be ſenſible of the bad Conſequences 
which mrght attend this Afair, and haw preju- 
drctal it mega prove to bim and bis Securities; 
and adviſed him to be more upon his Guard 
for the future. In return to this friendly and 
fatutary Counfelt, the ungrateful wwretch. thuny 1

is buſineſs began to flacken very much ; which

nity commonly appears in Scarlet; and is very 
remarkable, for the Eſteem he has for the 
Female Sex, d —g them for a parcel of 
Bitches, whom God, in the tenth Commandment }. 
has put upon the ſame Level with Beaſts, Such 
is his Brutal Temper, that when he hears a Man 
has baſtinado'd his Wife, he d——us them, and 
fays every blow that miſſid hitting was loſt; of 
which ſort of bad treatment and inbumane cruel- 
fy,his Wife has felt the diſmal Epfects, inſomuch, 
that at certain Periods of the Moon, ſhe is Lun- 
atick; for he has frequentlybeen obſerv'd knock- 
ing her down in Change Alley; and yet he muſt 
be concludeda very Religious Man, as herecevies 
the Holy Euchariſt every Month, but whether 
to his Salvation or Damnation we forebear to 
judge. This pious Man, (as he would be e- 
ſteem'd to be) never ceaſd when he ſaw the 
Defendant, ſo often abovemention'd, to call 
him mad- Man; and one Day upbraided him 
with confining his Wife in the Cellar three 
Days and Nights, without any Suſtenance; 
which Charge was as diametrically oppoſite to 
Truth, as Light is to Darkneſs: This aggrava- 
ted the Innocent, but much injur'd Man, ſo far, 
that he treated the Slanderer in the manner he 
juſtly deſerved; and being pretty loud, Mr. 
=== ſaid, You Scoundrel, Ill ſend you to Bride- 
well: This being daily repeated by the con- 
federated forces in Wickedneſs, it fo unhing-

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ed the Man, that his tational Faculties ſeem'd 


to have totally deſerted him, which made his 
Friends conclude that he labour'd under a 
pervalent Lunatick Diſorder. The ſucceeding 
Friday he engag'd a Friend, (as he had himſelf 
a trembling in his Hands) to write a Letter to 
Dr. Monroe, ſetting forth the Nature of his Im- 
ployment, and repreſenting the ill Uſage he had 
met with; humbly imploreing the Doctor ei- 
ther to come to him, or admit him to his Pre- 
fence. When this Letter was ready to be di- 
rected and ſeal'd, he heard the Noiſe of a 
number of Perſons, and not knowing the 
meaning of it, bolted his Door, his Wife being 
at the ſame time out with them, who ſoon af- 
ter defir'd to be let in, which he refuſ ed till 
the Mob diſperſ'd ; upon his non-compliance 
a Smith was ſent for, to break open the 
Door, which being done, he ſhut himſelf up in 
another Room, and after breaking that open, 
they ſeiſd him, as a Priſoner, and imployed 
two Watchmen to guard him till next Morn- 


ing; and then carried him to Bethelem Hoſpital. 


But as he was not then receiv'd in, he was 
carried to Wright's Mad-houſe at Bednhall-

Thus they vex'd the unfor- 
tunate Man, repeating the Horn-Book, Reſcue, 
and Rod, and in their vulgar way calling him 
Mad. Dog, and told him, they had him faft in 
School now, aud that if he negletted his Book, they 
would chaftiſe him ſeverely for his former Dees; 
and at parting Bh̊id him come out as ſoon = be 
could, and be 4. — d, for his buſineſs was 
in Change Alley. Juſt five Wee after, he "% 
releaſ d from his Confinement, and, no doubt, 
had he been one of the infamous Fraternity, 
and releaſed out of Newgate, would have been 
careſs'd by them, as much as was their late 
Bridewell Brother, After his Enlargement, they 
found to their great Mortificat ion, that he had as 
good a Share of buſineſs as formerly, which ſo 
gravell'd them, that they would cry out, D--7: 
him, they Imploy bim for fear be ſhould run 
Mad again. This was their conſtant and daily 
Behaviour, ſhaking hands with each other, as 
if they had been return'd from a tedious Voy- 
age or long Journey, which made the Bed/a- 
mite ſay inadvertently one Day, Js kind of 
Greeting and Salutation, denotes them more like 
Molleys than Men, and obſerving them going 
into a Publick Houſe, That, ſays he, is their 
Lodge, now they are Houſeing 70 tranſa# buſs- 
ne. For which Words, they prevail'd upon

the Publican to bring an Action againſt him; 
but he fearing the hardneſs of their Mouths, 
imployed an Attorney to defend the Action, or 
to make it up, which was done at the expence 
of a Two Guinea Treat, and Charge of Suit. 

W1THiN a few Months after, happen'd the 
terrible Fire in Cornbill, when about two Days 
after, a charitable Lady ſent fifty Guineas to a 
Coffze-houſe, by an unknown Perſon, to be di- 
ſtributed amongſt the moſt Neceſſitous, who 
wanted immediate Relief, at the rate of two | 
Guineas each; the Bearer of which Charity,de- 
ad that he might ſee a Perſon who could in- 

orm him of ſuch as were real Objects. Upon 
this, the late Bedlamite was ſent for, as a proper 
Perſon to give ſuch Information, bein g a Suffer- 
er himſelf. After converſing a little with the 
Gentleman, he went and call'd one of his in- 
veterate Enemies, who receiv'd' two Guineas; 
and met another of them, whom he was going 
to fetch to participate of the faid Dory, who 
received two Guineas alſo. 

Soon after this, there was a Subſcription 
for the Relief of the unfortunate Sufferers, 
and Notice given by Advertiſement, that each 
Perſon ſhould bring in an Eſtimate of their 
Loſſes, in order to receive (as far as could 
be) an » adequate Share of the Subſcription 
Money, to the Damages they had Suſtain'd. 
Upon this, the Man who is the Subject of this 
Narrative, adviſed his Brethern whoſe Effects 
were not deſtroy'd, yet might be reduced to 


very great Straits for want of Imployment, to 
addreſs

addreſs the Truſtees by Advertiſement, to con-' 


ſider the Indigencies they might be ſubjected 
to, for want of Buſineſs. They agreed to this, 
and the honeſt Man at his own fole Expence, 
publiſhed this Advertiſement, which moved 
the Truſtees, ſo far as to grant leave 
to enter their Petition, but the ſordid Porters 
would not conſent to his Signing of it. 
Uro the Duke of Cumberland's Birth-Day 

they received Money from their Maſters to 
Drink his Health, and we muſt acknowledge 
that they refunded the Money he laid out of 
his own pocket, for the above Advertiſement, 
which was the firſt and laſt Piece of 
Juſtice they ever Shewed him. The Coffee- 
houſes being ſeparated by the Conflagration, 
ſuch as Garraways and the Sword Blade in 
Lombard Street, Fonathan's in Threadneedle- 
Street, and the Feruſalem in Sweeting's-Alley, 
he e that the Weſt Corner of the 
Royal Exchange was the neareſt Centre be- 
tween them all; and ſpoke to the Maſters of 
theſe Houſes, telling them that the Porters 
would take their Stand there, provided it ſnould 
be agreeable to them, to which they replied 
that they would ſend for them there when 
wanted: Then he aſk'd his fellow Porters 
whether they would conſent to Ply there to 
which they ſeemed then to agree; but weather- 
Cock like, in a few Hours changed their re- 
ſolution, D-m---g the honeſt Man's project, 
ſaying it was calculated only for his own In- 
tereſt ; but as he had no private Views, _ 
their 
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their Welfare being as much at his Heart as his 
own, he endeavour d to prefuade them to com- 
ply, but to no purpoſe. He had ſeveral Ma- 
ſters who frequented the Jeruſalem Coffee- 
Houje that would imploy no other Perſon, if 
he was in the Way, whom he engag'd to call 
for Porters from the Place he deſign d, if they 
ſhould agree to Ply there. But upon their 
hearing of the honeſt Man's good Tntentions, 
they d — d the Houſe and all belonging to 
it, Wiſhing it might never be built again, 
By Virtue of the Petition delivered to the 
Truſtees as abovemention'd they received two 
Gaineas a Man. Chriſtmaſs approaching and 
Buſineſs being very dead, they hop'd their 
Maſters would be ſomewhat liberal to them if

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the iniquitous Brethren, took hold of a Brick 
and threw it after him, but miſs'd his Aim: 
Within a few Minutes Shepherd return'd, and 
feaver and Howel accoſted him, with their 
Hands held up to his Face in a hoſtile manner, 
calling him all the ſcurrillous Names the Devil 
put into their foul Mouths; this forc'd him to 
retreat as far as the Wall of Garraway's could 
permit, deſireing them to deſiſt, which if they 
did not, he would treat them in a manner 
which they would not approve of; but this 
had no Effect, for they continu'd their Inſult, 
and Weaver particularly ſtruck him twice un- 
der the Chin, which ſo aggravated him, that 
he took hold of him by the Arms, and puſh'd 
him from him, and upon pulling him back 
again, he fell down: On this, Howell cryed 
out, d--m you, this is what we wanted; you 
have Money, but very little of this Week's 
Wages ſhall go into your Pocket, for we ſhall 
have a Judges Warrant for you. 

Wren this Fray happen'd, a Gentleman's 
Servant ſtood by, and declar'd the two Men 
were the Aggreſſors, viz.

beard him expreſs, The Man departed, being

a little fearful of what Howell ſaid. PE 
of complaining to their Governor, they went 
next Day to get a Judge's Warrant, but could 
not obtain it. Upon this, the Affair lay dor- 
mant a while; as Meaver did not appear for 
ſome Time in the Alley, the reſt reported, that 
he ſpit Blood, and bis Life was deſpair'd of ; 
Shepherd being inform'd of this, went to. a 
Surgeon, and deſir'd him to go along with him 
to viſita Patient, but did not find the Sick- 
Man at home; the Surgeon accidentally met 
this pretended Sick-Man next Day in the 
Street, who did not attend his E for 
ten Days after this Quarrel happen'd, altho' 
Shepherd had ſufficient proof of his being a- 
broad every Day; and therefore we refer it to 
the candour of every nn Reader to judge 
of the whole Affair. 

SoME time after, Howell meeti ing Shepherd, 
faid, D--mn you, will you go and 7 a Crown, 
and aff Pardon, which he refus d; knowing 
their Voracious Appetites would never be ſatiſ- 
fied, was determined to try the Iſſue, let the 
conſequence be what it would. Nothing me- 
terial happen'd for ſome time, but threats of 
large Coſts and Damages, which made an in- 
different Perſon one Day ſay to them, by 
don't you complain to Sir Robert Ladbrook your 
Governor, he will oblige him to make you Satiſe 
faction, which will be much better than going 
to Law?

to lower his Pride. In order to which, Weaver, 
with his two Evidences Fames Hangk:z, and 
Jobn Howell, on the thirteenth day of Fuly, 
1749, attended the grand Jury, it being then 
Seſſions time; and as they could rap hard, the 
obtained a Bill of Inditement againft Shepberd 
to appear to be tryed next Seſſions; and the 
time drawing near, he prepar'd for his Defence, 
and gave proper Notice for the fourth of Sep- 
tember, but by adjournment, the Trial came 
not on till the twentieth. In this Interval, 
his inveterate Enemies in the Combination,uſed 
to aſſemble at a Publick Houſe near the Aley, 
and drink Damnation to him, and all that be- 
long to him. The Trial being come on, the 
roper Officer in an audible Voice, called for 
Ehepherd and his Bail to appear in Court ; and 
then Weaver the Proſecutor was Sworn, and 
affirmed, that about five of the Clock in the 
Evening, on the ninth of Fane, the Defendant 


threw him down with ſuch Violence, that his 


Face came to the Ground, which occaſion'd a 
Bruiſe or Contuſion on his right Eyebrow, but 
own'd there was no Blood ſhed, and that he 
received no other Hurt. He was then aſk'd, 
whether he had provok'd the Defendant by 
any bad Uſage and Behaviour, and own'd he 
held his Finger to his Face, ſaying, Fack can 
you do this without bending your Finger, which 

he 
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he did (as he acknowledg d) in order to pro- 
voke him; and being aſk d why he irritated 
the Man, ſaid, It was for F. Ling; at which 
the Court laugh'd. Silence being commanded, 
James Hangkin was Sworn, who declared 
as the other had done before, but added that 
the ſound of the fall might be heard at a great 
diſtance. Next William Covey was Sworn, and 
declar'd as the reſt, but took no Notice of the 
ſound of the Fall. Charles Holmes + being 
Sworn ſpake to the ſame purpoſe as Covey had 


done.

to frighten him, and being further aſk'd if he 
held up his hands to him, faid he did with a 
View to teaze him. 
obn Hughes was Sworn as Evidence for the 
Defendant, and affirm'd that he was Sitting 
upon the Fire-cock by Garraways, when the 
Defendant paſſing by, broke wind, and faid 
that was a compliment to the Worthies ; ; for 
which Howel-took up a Piece of Brick and 
flung at him, but happen'd to miſs him; and 
about 4 or 5 Minutes the Defendant return'd, 
and then Howe! and the Proſecutor Veaver 
accoſted him with their hands directed towards 
his face, aſking him, if he could imitate them 
without crooking a finger. This oblig'd the 
Defendant to retreat as far as Garraways Coffee- 
Houſe Wall, and defir'd them to deſiſt, other- 
wiſe he would treat them in a manner Suita-

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regarded not; but us'd him in ſuch a Scurriſlous 
manner that tired his patience, and forc'd him, 
tho' unwillingly in his own Defence to take 
hold of the Profecutor by both Arms and 
puſh him from him, and pulling him again 
towards him let him go, upon which he fell, 
as has been abovemention'd. Howe cried out, 
and faid 4-m--n you, this is what we wanted; 
you have Money, but very little of this Week's 
Wages ſhall go into your Pocket, for we fhall 
have a Fudge's Warrant for you. The next 
Sworn Evidence was James Wilſon, who 

confirm'd ' what Hughes had ſworn ; there 
was another Evidence for the Defendant 
but was not called upon ; befides four more 
who could prove that the Profecutor went 
abroad every Day, tho' he did not appear 
in Change Alley; one of which was John 
Wade a Relation of the Judge, which in- 
timidated them, believing that great Credit 
would be given to his Oath, being an Eye- 
witneſs of their rude Behaviour towards the 
Defendant for ſeveral Years. The Trial being 
over the Worthzes (aid, it was happy Wade was 
not call'd upon; which, with fome other 
Circumſtances plainly demonſtrates that the 
Defendant had not fair Play.

quiet, except turbulent Howel, who conſtantly 
throws reflections upon the Defendant without 
any provocation, and calls Hughes, Wade and 
Baker the Shepherd's Dogs, for not uniting 
with him in abuſeing him. Chr:/ftmas coming 
on, Shepherd intended once more to join in 
collecting Box-Money from their Maſters, but 
conſidering how he had been formerly uſed, 
he provided a ſett of Tickets to be accountable 
to them when the Dividend ſhould be as 
Money, which was rejected at firſt, eſpecially 
by Scarlet Coat * Who ſaid that they would 
not be directed by a Mad-man, but the reſt 
being ſomewhat wiſer, agreed to the Mad- 
mans Scheme, and the Collection went on 
quietly he being Caſhier to them all.

Another 
Inſtance of his mean Spiritedneſs, diſcovered 
itſelf on his Doctors being buſy about ſome- 
thing which he, nor any of the reſt could tell 
what; but being very inquiſitive, told them in 
a jeſting way: that perhaps it might tend to 
all their Advantage.

efteem for you all. Thus their Diſcourſe ended 
with ſhaking of hands, and joyful Expreſſions 
of Gratitude. As there is no Occaſion to repeat 
any thing that has been above related, the next 
thing we ſhall take notice of, is the Doors 
having had a Houſe in White Lion- Court in 
Birchin-Lane at 15 l. per Annum, His Pa- 
tient thinking he lived too contiguous to his 
Buſineſs, caſt his Eye on a empty Houſe in 
White Lion- Alley, and in the fame Tenour as 
the Doctor s: he addreſs'd himſelf to M.

HERE we muſt obſerve the word Covetous 
is very much Miſapplied, for we have ſeen 
the Doctor at the fame Church where this 
Characteriſing Man uſed to go, often at a 
Charity Sermon or Brief put in ſomething into 
the Plate, ſometimes. Silver and ſometimes 
Halſpence, but never ſaw the other put in a 
ſingle Mite tho equal in Number of Family.

If you did it demon- 
ſtrates you to be a Mad-man and a Fool in 
reality; tho' you may ſay you were order'd 
to the contrary, which may be a motive to 
make the generous Gentleman, to importune 
you to accept of what he is pleas'd to offer you. 
To which Shepherd, replyed (truely like a 
| Conſcientious Man) that accepting of any ſuch 
thing would look like a breach of Truſt, and 
ſaid you may Act as you pleaſe, and I, as I 
think proper. Upon recollecting this, ſeven 
of us reſolved to try Shepherd's Temper ſome-, 


what farther, which was done by ſending a a 
Hare 
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Hare from one of the Society to another by 
him, thus the Bait was laid but he could not 
be preſuaded to-Swallow it, tho' he knew not 
from whom, or to whom the Hare was ſent. 
This Method of trying him we repeated thrice, 
but with no Succeſs, Therefore if any of the 
Readers of this ſhould happen to detect him in 
any thing inconſiſtent with his preſent Practice, 
and notify it to us, by the after-mention'd

AFTER this we were told that Shepherd 
had been for fourteen Years a dealer in new. 
Half-pence, had from the Tower and ſerv'd 
thoſe all about the Gange, who ſtood in 
need of them ; and that ſoon after his Patient 
practiſed the fame without any Succeſs, as he 
could get no Cuſtomers for them.

S many Enquiries and various Reports 
have been made, concerning the Con- 
duct of Jobn Shepherd, a Conſtable in the 
Ward of Cornh:ll, 9 y in 1741, in which 
Vear he was Proſecutor againſt "F<. 0». of that 
Time upper City Marſhal Defendant, we are: 
to give the Reader an Abſtra& of the firſt 
Proceedings on the ſame: And having got in- 
to our Hands all the Papers &c. of the whole: 
Proceedings, find it was commenced and car- 
ried on by the Advice of Richard Lloyd, i 
the King's Council, 


Ox the 24 day of Fure 1741, about 11. 
aClock at Night, a Woman was brought in- 
to the Watch-bouſe, by a Watch-man, and ano- 
ther Man in Company, who ſaid he was the. 
upper City Marſhal, without telling his Name, 
or producing his Mace. This City Marſhal, 
(who might have been an Impoſtor) com- 
manded the above-faid Conſtable, to carry 
that Woman immediately to the Counter; the 
Conſtable ſaid that he would carry her to the 
Counter, when ſhe was charged with any thing 
that deſerved i it, but not till then; and becauſe 


the Woman was not immediately carried to.

the Counter, he (the Marſhal) not only begun 
Swearing and calling the Conſtable the moſt 
abominable Names, but likewiſe ſeized him 
by the Collar, and dragged him about the 
Watch-bouſe, charging the Watch-men to 
carry him to the Counter. The Conſtable at 
length ſeeing, that he could not by any fair 
means get rid of this abuſive Man, ſaid to o 
Woman, that if ſhe was willing to lodge in 
Counter for that Night, he would in the Morn- 
ing give her half a Crown, and pay her Fees, 
provided this. Man did not appear \ "ut her 
next Morning: The Woman conſetited, and 
ſhe was conducted to the Counter on the Con- 
ditions propoſed, —— The Conſtable was no 
ſooner returned to the Watch-houſe, but this 
Man came likewiſe, and ordered the Watch- 
men to carry the Conſtable to the Counter; 
behaving as infolent as before: But the Watch. 
men not obeying his Orders, he went away 
about half an hour after ; and at one a'Cloc 
he came again and deſired (in a very abufive 
Manner) to know the Conſtable's Name. The 
Conſtable was ſo much provoked that he could 
forbear him no longer, and therefore ordered 
the Watch-men to aſſiſt him, and carried him 
to the Counter. —— Then (and not till then) he 
knew he was the upper City Marſhal.--About 
ten a'Clock the ſame Morning, the Conſtable 
went and carried the Woman before the Rt. 
Hon, the Lord Mayor, where he found the 
Marſhal. My Lord, upon hearing the Cauſe, 
reprimanded the Marſhal, and aſſured him 
that if ever he found him betore him in ſo bad

a Cauſe, he would not only ſuſpend him from 
his Office, but break him; and he diſmiſ- 
ſed the Woman without paying any Fees, 
Ox the 26th of that Month, a Copy of a

gave it as his Adviſe, That a Bill ſhould be pre- 
pared and laid before the Grand Fury; and, i 
it ſhould be found, it ſhould be carried into the 
King's Bench, in Order to try it at the King's 
Bench-Bar at Guild- Hall, which was done 
accordingly.
